THE DEATH rattles of 
the deepsea trawling 
industry were being 
heard all over the 
country last week. As 
imported fish con- 
tinued to flood in, 
trawler owners were 
talking in terms of the 
industry being 
wrapped up in a matter 
of months if nothing is 
done to stem the flow. 

The latest import figures 
for January had rocketed to 
21,949 tonnes valued at over 
£l2m. for fresh, frozen and 
chilled fish. This compares 
with 12,299 tonnes worth 
nearly £(»m. for January last 
year — and there looks worse 
to come. 

After being pressed by the 
industry to get something 
sorted out, Minister Frea 
I’eart told ti press conference 
in Hull that ha would be going 
tu Brussels on Tuesday, 
where he would raise the 
matter. 

At Grimsby skippers and 
owners were up in arms last 
week when the bottom com- 
pletely fell out of their 
market. Over 1,600 kits of 
fish went unsold from distant 
water landings of 17,494 kits. 

Most of the fish (cod and 
codling) went for fish meal, 
hut some was saved by the 
salters and the pet food 
agents.

Trawler moves out 



THE CONVERTED fish dock 
at Hull has already come in 
for criticism over its 
arrangements for ice. 

This la thought to have led to 
the transfer of the distant water 
sidewinder Prince Charles to 
Grimsby. 

Some trawler owners aro 
known to be unhappy with ice 
facilities at Hull. Ice has to be 
carried from the old factory by 
lorry and loaded onto the 
trawlers by an elevator. 

The Boston-owned 091 ton

OCCUPIED with 
problems of economic 
survival in the face of 
rising costs, quotas and 
local restrictions, UK 
inshoremen have so far 
shown little interest in 
proposals recently 
published in Brussels 
for so-called extensive 
re-structuring of 
coastal fisheries 
throughout the Euro- 
pean Community. 

Some industry represen- 
tatives to the Community, 
shocked by the Plan's dis- 
closures without prior con- 
sultation, have been quick to 
point out that the Commis- 
sion — despite more than two 
years in hehind-Bcene9 
preparation of its first major 
project within the Common 
Fisheries Policy — appears 
not to hRve grasped the poten- 
tial opportunities to nrotect 
the future of inshore Ashing. 

Formal representations to 
amend the rationalisation 
scheme, before it is due to 
take effect on July 1 next, are 
sure to find firm support from 
many anxious inshore owners 
and akiupers in the eight- 
nation tleet totalling 46,000 
vessels under 80ft. 

The proposal attracting 
most Press comment to date 
are those which centre on 
redundancy directives affec- 
ting about 14 vessels in every

Royal Charlotte has a 
Gardner 6LW engine of 110 
hp, with a MRF 360 h/d Self- 
Changing Gears gearbox. 
This is a re-conditioned 
engine from Pelican 
Engineering of Leeds, a firm 
recommended by the makers. 
The price works out at about 
£2,700 but, as a cheaper alter- 
native, the Medway Yacht 
Co. can fit a Ford engine with 
3:1 reduction. 

A 2iin. stainless steel shaft 
swings a 30in. x 20in. 
propeller through the rather 
unusual reduction gear of 
1.6:1. Sacrificial anodes on 
the propeller are by McDuff, 
and the Btem gear is all by 
Spicer of Brentford. 

Other equipment includes 
a Jabsco 4m. bilge pump 
with clutch and a Whale 2 fin.

Even so, tne com- 
parison with a conventionally 
built wooden craft is 
favourable. 

Another advantage which 
has been noticed ia its com- 
parative immunity to warm, 
perhaps caused by the layers 
of unappetising glue (from 
the point of view of marine 
borers).

THE Irish Fishermen’s 
Organisation has re- 
jected EEC proposals 
for 12-mile exclusive 
fishery limits ( Fishing 
News, February 27). 

It deacribed the measures 
as unacceptable to Irish 
fishermen and said that they 
are a ‘sell-out’ of our fisheries 
to our EEC partners. The 
proposals offer no protection 
against diminishing fish 
stocks. 

The proposed quota system 
— like all fishing quotas — is 
.neither workable nor suitable, 
said the IFO. Quotas had 
been widely criticised in the 
past as bemg extremely un- 
reliable both in the accuracy 
of the figures presented and 
in the fact that they were set 
mainly on political con- 
siderations. 

The IFO holds that the 
only real solution to main- 
taining stocks, and thereby 
expanding the Irish fishing 
industry, is the establishment 
of an exclusive economic zone 
of at least 50 miles, patrolled 
only by the Irish State. 

“We regard our demands 
for such an extension of limits 


as reasonable, particularly 
when other countries — 
notably the United Kingdom 
— have sought extensions of 
at least 100 miles,” the IFO 
stated. 

“In our view, the fact that 
the Commission (EEC) now 
realises the necessity to 
abolish the equal-access 
clause of the Treaty of Acces- 
sion and substitute an ex- 


clusive 12 miles zone of aorta, 
powerfully reinforces our 
arguments.”

A SEQUEL to the stran- 
ding of the Aberdeen 
trawler Clarkwood on the 
rocks near Dounreay last 
August took place in Wlok 
Sheriff Court last week. 

Henry Hadden of Aber- 
deen, tne second fisherman 
who was on watch at the time 
of the stranding, admitted 
breach or neglect of duty by 
failing to carry out a lawful 
command given by the 
skipper, whereby the vessel 
was lost. 

The crew was rescued, but 
the vessel became a total loss. 

Hadden (28), married with 
two children, was fined £250. 

I n passing sentence Sheriff 
Eweii Stewart spoke of the 
difficulty in drawing a 
balance between the max- 
imum fine for the offence — 
£400 — and the loss of a 
trawler worth probably 
£500,000. 1 

Prosecuting, George Scott 
said Hadden relieved the 
skipuer after the trawler left j 
Scrabster, where the vessel 
had called for provisions on 
the way to the Faroe fishing 
grounds. 

There was a deckhand with 
Hadden in accordance with 
regulations, but he complain- 
ed of a headacho and Hadden 
allowed him to go below. 

Hadden had been advfsed 
of the course to steer; the 
nearest it would have taken' 
him to land was 10 miles. He 
fell asleep and, . the next he 
knew, was the trawler was 1 on 
jagged rocks near Dounteay.

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ONE OF the major 
differences between the 
older type of fishing boat 
and its modern counter- 
part, discounting the in- 
troduction of the stern 
trawler, is the increase in 
the height of bulwarks 
and the use of shelters on 
deck. 

Bulwarks and shelters 
provide protection for the 
crew working on deck by 
reducing the amount of spray 
and sens which come on 
hoard, hut they are a mixed 
blessing and can actually en- 
dnnger a fishing vessel. 

Many old-style fishing 
vessels had a low bulwark, 
perhapB 1 ft. high, 
supplemented by portable 
rails. As the demand for 
weather protection increased, 
so the height of bulwarks rose 
so that today bulwarks four or 
five ft. high are to be found. 

Whalehack shelters were 
fitted over the fnredeck and, 
now. gutting shelters are a 
common fitting on new ernft. 
Many foreign trawlers hnve n 
shelter extending over the 
whole of the non-working side 
of the deck. 

This protection is fine until 
the vessel starts shipping 
seas. The enclosures then 
hold the water, adding a con- 
siderable weight relatively 
high up. This raises the centre 
of gravity, with a consequent 
reduction in the stability of 
the vessel. 

This, in itself, is not 
necessarily critical, but if you 
add to this the free surface 
effect. I hen there is the poten- 
tial fora sudden capsize if the 
water is not removed quickly. 

The tree surface effect is 
the rushing of the free water 
to the low side ns the vessel 
rolls. The shift in weight 
further n-dures the stnhilitv, 
and the momentum of the 
moving water can increase 
the roll. Admittedly, when the 
vessel rolls, n lot of the water 
can run nverbnnrd over the 
top of the bulwark, and this 
situation is only likely to arise 
in fairly severe conditions, 
hut ihc-n it is just in such con- 
ditions that trouble can 
strike. 

Tn get rid of the water 
which is shipped on deck, 
freeing ports are fitted in the 
bulwarks. Roth the 0»»T in its 
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Low bulwarks on older vessels 
did not hold water shipped on 
deck. 

new rules, and the WFA, 
specify the area of these free- 
ing ports in relation to the 
nren of the bulwarks, tho re- 
quirement in hath cases being 
about five per cent. The Hot 
rules allow the freeing ports to 
he closed during fishing 
operations, hut only during 
that time. 

This puts the onus on the 
skipper to make sure that the 
covers are freed nr removed 
after the catch is stowed, but 
I wonder how many take this 
trouble. As I commented re- 
cently, judging by the 
number of covers which are 
.sci/ifl shut, not very ninny. 

There is quite a strong case 
fur having sections of rails in- 
cluded ini ho bulwarks. If 
nm-lullv sited these need not 
iifi-css.'irily interfere with 
fishing or the weather protec- 
tion. Tliev would certainly 
help (u clear any water on 
deck quickly, n function 
which it is doubtful whether 
the freeing ports used at pre- 
sent fulfills adequately - even 
if Ihev are functioning cor- 
rectly. 

Apart from the ever- 
present hazard of gear nn 
Heck blocking the freeing 
ports, and pound hoards 
preventing n clear flow of 
water, they are generally vnn-

centrated amidships at the 
lowest part of the aeck. Verv 
logical you might say. and I 
would agree if- fishing vessels 
kept a level trim whilst at sea. 

Seas are most likely to be 
shipped when a vessel is 
pitching heavily and the trim 
could allow the water to run 
into the forward shelter, par- 
ticularly in a following sea. 

There is rarely any means 
of clearing water from the 
shelter except for it to run aft. 
and the addition of this extra 
weight forward could have 
disastrous effects nn the trim 
iust when the how should 
nave maximum buoyancy. 

The modern stern trawler 
wna hailed as n great im- 
provement in terms of 
weather protection and safe- 
ly. nnrl in most cases this is 
true. But the stern trawler 
ran he vulnerable in a heavy 
following sea. 

A wave breaking over the 
stern can rush forward, a wav 
from the freeing ports which

water should clear once the 
how lifts, hut (his will happen 
more slowly because of the 
added weight of water 
fur ward. 


Bulwarks can add to the 
stnhilitv of a vessel up to n 
point of effectively increasing 
the freeboard. With moat 
hulls the stability increases as 
the vessel is heeled until the 
deck edge becomes immersed. 
From that point on, the 
stability decreases, and this 
explains why freeboard cab 
have an effect on stability. 

When bulwarks are fitted 
there is an effective increase 
in the height of the deck, ex- 
cept for a small amount of 
water which will enter 
through the freeing ports. The 
stability will continue to in- 
crease until the top of the 
bulwark, at its lowest point, 
becomes immersed. At this 
point there will be a very 
sudden and possihly dis- 
astrous reduction in the 
stability. 

Where bulwarks are fitted, 
the DoT requires these to he « 
mini muni of 3G in. high, 
although they can be reduce cl 
in smaller craft provided n 
rail is fitted to maintain the 
height. I'll is height is 
specified in the interests of 
preventing crewmen from 
falling nverbnnrd and them is 
m» restriction on the mnx-

fitted, nor is there any restric- 
tion on deck shelters. 

Bulwarks themselves are 
not unsafe and it would be a 
retrograde step to abolish 
them. What is required is n 
re-assessment of tneir use in 
relation to the type of craft to 
which they are fitted. 

This is the job of the naval 
architect who is designing the 
craft, hut so often he gives the 
customer what he asks for 
and what the rules demand, 
rather than whnt 
seaworthiness demands. 
Perhaps this reflects the lack 
of sen-going experience of 
many naval architects, a 
situation which ought tn be 
rectified an far ns fishing 
vessels arc concerned.
